Crisp, dem ocrat, Geor­ 
gia, countered opposition to the m an ­ 
ufactu rers sales tax today by telling 
th e House th a t it m u st choose either 
this method of balancing the budget 
or impose a series of selected taxes 
eupon special industries. 
Special Levies Proposed 
The special levies presented as rn 
alternative program 
w ere originally 
recom m ended by the treasury. 
They would increase taxes on tobac­ 
co, automobiles, gasoilne, real estate 
transfers, radios and electricity, be­ 
yond the rates provided 
under

m anufactures tax and also would pro­ 
vide a tax on bank checks. 
Crisp promised tire wets they would 
be given a vote on theil am endm ent 
to legalize and tax 2.75 per cent beer. 
H e made the promise in response to 
an inquiry by Rep.

“ That in itself should awaken every household to 
the necessity of better housekeeping, better care of young children 
and better safeguards.

What the child 
absorbs in the home colors its after-life and if lessons there are lax, 
the child will be found deficient when .t comes to safety problems of 
our modern civilization. 
“Accidents are a serious menace to our m t ’onal life and far 
reaching in their effects.

ten years, the lives of more than half a million persons, one-fifth of 
whom are children, can be snuffed out. 
As bad as wars are, if we
